On March 10, 1804, Co n g ress di­ 
v ided the Lo u isian a Pu rchase ($15 
millio n ) in to what are to day ’s states 
o f Arkan sas, Co lo rado , Io wa, Kan ­ 
sas, Lo u isian a, Min n eso ta west to 
the Mississip p i, Misso u ri. Mo n tan a, 
No rth Dako ta, Oklaho ma an d So u th 
Dako ta, p lu s so me frin g e territo ries 
besides. 
My an cesto r, Ro bert R. Liv in g ­ 
sto n , was Presiden t Tho mas Jeffer­ 
so n ’s Min ister to Fran ce. He n eg o ti­ 
ated the Lo u isian a Pu rchase with 
Nap o leo n an d sig n ed it in Paris o n 
Ap ril 3 0, 1803. He tho u g ht the terri­ 
to ry ran as far as the Pacific Co ast. 
Great Britain , Sp ain an d Ru ssia had 
co n flictin g claims, ho wev er, later 
settled by treaty . What was bo u g ht 
was o n e-third o f the p resen t co n ti­ 
n en tal Un ited States. 
On Nap o leo n ’s map s in the Tu ile- 
ries he called it New Fran ce. De­ 
feated in San Do min g o , he wisely 
fo resaw that Fran ce’s American 
co lo n ies co u ld be lo st. An d he n eeded 
mo n ey to fig ht En g lan d in Eu ro p e. 
Nap o leo n himself describes this 
actio n in a letter which remain s 
treasu red in my family : “This en ­ 
larg emen t o f its territo ry co n so li­ 
dates the p o wer o f the Un ited States 
fo r all time. Perhap s p eo p le will re­ 
p ro ach me when , in two o r three 
cen tu ries, th e A m ericans beco m e 


to o p o werfu l fo r Eu ro p e, bu t I can ­ 
n o t take so distan t a p o ssibility in to 
my calcu latio n s n o w.’’ 
Yet Nap o leo n ’s co mp an io n idea 
o f takin g Eg y p t an d then g o in g o n to 
In dia (“After Eg y p t, all In dia will 
fall at the to u ch o f my swo rd’’) was 
as stu p id as this sale was wise. Fo r 
Britain co n tro lled the seas. 


Admiral Lo rd Ho ratio Nelso n 
(who in co mmo n with Nap o leo n su f­ 
fered thro u g ho u t his life fro m sea­ 
sickn ess) was a brillian t man o f 
lig htn in g tho u g ht. An d he u n der­ 
sto o d seap o wer, which Nap o leo n 
n ev er did. 
Abo ard the Bellero p ho n to his St. 
Helen a ex ile, Nap o leo n had his sec­ 
retary read him So u they ’s life o f 
Nelso n an d remarked to the cap tain : 
“That man made me lo se my desti­ 
n y .” 


Within 3 0 day s after Nap o leo n 
lan ded in Eg y p t Nelso n destro y ed 
his fleet at Abo u kir. Mean while, o n ly 
in credible lu ck o v ercame Nap o ­ 
leo n ’s in credible fo o lhardin ess an d 
sav ed the v ast ex p editio n o f this ad­ 
v en tu rer who se g en iu s we admire 
bu t who se desp o tism we abho r. 
Win sto n Chu rchill remarked that 
“the ‘co u rse o f histo ry ’ is alway s be­ 
in g altered by so methin g o r o ther.” 
Here an o ther o f histo ry ’s “if o n ly s” 
creep s in . If Almig hty Pro v iden ce 


had p rev ailed o v er the dev il’s lu ck 
an d Nelso n had cau g ht Bo n ap arte en 
ro u te to Eg y p t, Gen eral Bo n ap arte 
wo u ld n ev er hav e been First Co n su l, 
there wo u ld be n o Arc de Trio mp he 
in Paris, n o Trafalg ar Sq u are in 
Lo n do n , an d n either Mo sco w n o r 
W ashin g to n 
wo u ld hav e 
been 
bu rn ed. 
The chan g e came between May 
19 an d Ju n e 3 0, 1798, in the u n wittin g 
g ame o f blin dman ’s bu ff that Nelso n 
an d Bo n ap arte p lay ed with each o th­ 
er acro ss the ex p an se o f the in differ­ 
en t Mediterran ean Sea. 
Like Fran ce’s late Presiden t 
Charles de Gau lle, Nap o leo n was 
brillian t o n Mo n day s, Wedn esday s 
an d Friday s an d stran g ely brain less 
o n Tu esday s, Thu rsday s an d Satu r­ 
day s. Bo th were tru e my stics an d 
bo th had “o rg u eil,” the wo rd man y 
Fren ch u se fo r a co n su min g p ride 
an d a dramatic, satiatin g v an ity 
that sp o iled their characters. 


Nap o leo n ’s p erio ds o f w isdo m - 
like De Gau lle’s—were clear bu rsts 
o f g reatn ess. In the sin g le y ear 1801 
Nap o leo n issu ed the sp len did n ew 
Civ il Co de in Jan u ary ; sig n ed the 
farseein g Peace o f Lu n ev ille with 
Au stria in Febru ary ; achiev ed 
p eace with Sp ain in M arch; the Co n ­ 
co rdat with the Po p e in Ju ly ; an d 
p eace with Tu rkey an d Ru ssia in Oc­ 


to ber. an d by May , 1802, he had 
achiev ed p eace with Ho llan d an d 
Pru ssia. 
Bu t by Ju n e, 1812, Na-o leo n wa$ 
ag ain p erfo rm in g an en o rmo u ^ 
blu n der. He attacked Ru ssia. 
i 
This master strateg ist was in cap t 
able o f co mp u tin g the day s o r fo re­ 
castin g the effect o f the climate, 
which ev ery o n e in Mo sco w co mp u t­ 
ed an d fo resaw. Ev ery thin g was 
lo st—the war, the emp ire, Nap o leo n 
himself. 
Nap o leo n ’s career sp an n ed bare­ 
ly two decades. Yet his larg ely , 
sen seless p ag ean t, p lay ed to the 
thu n der o f artillery , the clash o f im­ 
p erial eag les an d the wan to n sacri­ 
fice o f n early a millio n liv es, altered 
the face o f the en tire civ ilized wo rld 
fo r all time.

This co n clu sio n is co n firmed by 
Ho n g Ko n g Chin a watchers mo n ito r­ 
in g a sizable n u mber o f main lan d 
p ro v in cial radio statio n s. 
The p u rg in g o f a man o f Lin ’s 
statu re, by Chin ese Co mmu n ist p ro - 


cedu re, calls fo r widesp read den u n ­ 
ciatio n in p arty an d army circles, 
fo r in n u merable an ti-Lin meetin g s, 
discu ssio n sessio n s an d n ews arti­ 
cles sp o n so red by the hu n dreds o f 
tho u san ds o f g ro u p in g s larg e an d 
small which make u p the n atio n . 
There wo u ld be in ten se “stru g g le” 
meetin g s in which Lin wo u ld be cas­ 
tig ated in the stro n g est terms an d 
tho se asso ciated with him fo rced to 
recan t.

The charg es ag ain st Lin co min g 
fro m Pekin g by wo rd o f mo u th are 
to o fan cifu l fo r man y lo cal cadres to 
believ e. A mo n th after the date o n 
which Lin is accu sed o f hav in g at­ 
temp ted to assassin ate Mao , he was 
p u blicly ho n o red in the o fficial Pe­ 
kin g Peo p les Daily . Ev ery o fficial 
an d o fficer in Chin a kn o ws that n o 
o fficial n ewsp ap er wo u ld be allo wed 
to p raise Lin after su ch an attemp t. 
There hav e been to o man y p u rg es 
an d co u n ter p u rg es in the p ast few 
y ears. Men do wn to day are u p to ­ 
mo rro w. Men in p o werfu l p o sitio n s 
to day may likewise be p u rg ed in the 
tu rn o f the wheel. To o man y cadres 
in the p ro v in ces hav e seen the men 
they attacked retu rn an d take re­ 
v en g e o n their attackers. Liu Shao - 
chi, fo rmer heir ap p aren t to Mao , 
an d his fo llo wers were p u rg ed so me 
time back. Bu t a g o o d man y Liu 
hen chmen are n o w bein g resto red to 
fav o r. Liu ’s p o licies in ag ricu ltu re 
an d o ther fields are ev en n o w bein g 
carried o u t. This makes men hesi­ 


tan t abo u t g an g in g u p o n Lin Piao . 
There seems to be a g en eral u n ­ 
certain ty as to ho w Mao himself 
feels abo u t the o u ster o f Lin Piao .

NEW YORK (A P) - Present 
prospects of American busi­ 
nessmen closing deals over a 
friendly cup of tea in Peking 
are slim. 
And even if the Americans 
get to Peking, they might find 
there was no sugar in the tea— 
or in the business deal. 
Since President Nixon’s trip 
to the People’s Republic, busi­ 
nessmen all over the United 
States have been weighing their 
chances of opening trade with 
the Chinese mainland. 
There are no immediate signs 
of a quick development of that 
trade if previous experiences 
by American businessmen are 
any example. 
In Los Angeles, for instance, 
an export consultant has been 
waiting eight weeks for an an­ 
swer to his application to at­ 
tend a Chinese trade fair. 
The head of a chemical com­ 
pany in Seattle says, “ We’ve 
been working on this since last 
Ju ly, but the Chinese do not 
want to deal with the United 
States.” 
Such frustrations have made 
export-import specialists wary, 
and here are some of the rea­ 
sons: 
—The People’s Republic of 
China clings to a long-cherished 
policy of self-sufficiency. It is 
reluctant to become dependent 
on any outside power and does 
not want to buy more than it 
can sell in the world market. It 
wants to keep an over all bal­ 
ance of trade. 
—What mainland China can 
offer American traders is not 
very enticing because the coun­ 
try’s economy is basically agri­ 
cultural. 
—China’s imports include few 
consumer goods, except grain, 
and grain imports have been 
going down. 
—America will have to com­ 
pete with Japan and the Eu ­ 
ropean countries, and Japan in 
particular has some built-in ad­ 
vantages such as geographical 
location and low labor costs. 
—Thus far Red China has re­ 
fused to deal directly with the 
United States for any products 
at all. What little they do buy 
and sell has to go through a 
third country, or even a fourth. 
Even if direct trading could 
be arranged, that would be no 
guarantee of a large volume of 
business. Under the Chinese 
policy of self-sufficiency, says 
Welch, the Peking government 
“ has maintained a 
positive 
trade balance. They are unwill­ 
ing to import more than they 
export.” 
He estimates that in 1971,Pe­ 
king’s foreign trade amounted 
to $4.4 billion, divided about 
equally between exports and 
imports. 
Department 
of Commerce 
specialists say goods the United 
States might want to import 
from China include tungsten 
and tung oil, both used in steel 
production; brush bristles; tex­ 
tiles; ingredients for hair prod­ 
ucts; art works; rugs and pot­ 
tery. 
Most analysts say “ high tech­ 
nology” products are the ones 
that would interest Peking. For 
example, sophisticated control 
systems for industrial plants, 
petroleum 
offshore 
drilling 
equipment 
and 
electronic 
items. 
The Nixon administration ap­ 
proved an export license Mon­ 
day for a U.S. firm to maintain 
a satellite television station in 
China. Although most of the 
equipment already is in China 
as a result of Nixon’s trip, ap­ 
proval of the license was neces­ 
sary if the equipment was to 
remain. 
The Commerce Department 
said the value of equipment for 
television transmission was $2.3 
million. It was the first export 
license approved since the na­ 
tion lifted a two-decade embar­ 
go on trade with China last 
year. Sources said the action 
applies to equipment sent by 
RCA to set up an earth station 
in Shanghai. 
In Los Angeles, Carl Scanlon, 
president of an export con­ 
sulting firm, is the man who 
has been waiting word about 
the trade fair in Canton to be 
held April 15 to May 15. 
“ We have had a little export 
to China—testing 
equipment 
and chemicals—through British 
and Japanese companies,” he 
said. “ The price situation in 
this type of dealing is not good 
because the intermediaries take 
commissions. But I think the 
future of United States-China 
trade is bright if China ap­ 
proves direct trading.”

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 
— Go v . Ro nald Reagan say s 
the ham in him thinks p lay ing 
the screen ro le o f Gen Do u glas 
MacArthu r wo u ld be “a wo n­ 
derfu l thing to d o .” bu t he has 
no p lans to retu rn to the mo v ­ 
ies. 
“ No . No acting fo r m e.” the 
6 1-y ear-o ld Reagan said as he 
discu ssed the fru stratio ns o f o f­ 
fice and his p lans fo r the fu tu re 
in an interv iew Mo nday . 
Had he ev er tho u ght abo u t 
making “ju st o ne m o re” mo v ie 
after leav ing the go v erno rship 
in late 197 4 ? 
“Oh. the tho u ght has entered 
the mind and y o u think esp e­ 
cially o f so me p art that y o u 
think might tie in to what y o u 
are do ing, bu t I kno w I can't do 
it. I do n’t want to do it.” he 
said 


End to 
war is 
priority 


DENVER (AP) - Ro man 
Catho lic p riests mu st make an 
end to the war in Vietnam a 
“to p p rio rity ” issu e, the p resi­ 
dent o f the Natio nal Federatio n 
o f Priests’ Co u ncils (NFPC) 
u rged Mo nday night. 
The Rev . Frank Bo nnike o f 
Ro ckfo rd, 111., who is co m­ 
p leting a two -y ear p residential 
term with the NFPC Ho u se o f 
Delegates meeting here, issu ed 
the call in the o p ening day o f 
the fo u r-day co nv entio n attend ­ 
ed by mo re than 200 p riest-dele- 
gates. 
"To p p rio rity 
fo r 
u s all 
sho u ld be to end the w ar, and 
to begin the war no w to see to 
it that, in the wo rds o f Pau l VI, 
there nev er again is w ar,” F a­ 
ther Bo nnike asserted. 
The p resident o f the feder­ 
atio n, which rep resents half o f 
the Catho lic p riests 
in the 
United States, labeled as the 
seco nd p rio rity to instill in the 
minds o f “ev en the p o o rest and 
mo st 
o p p ressed” 
Americans 
that p o v erty and lack o f o p p o r­ 
tu nity , ho u sing and freedo m 
are far greater in o ther p arts 
o f the wo rld. 
“We mu st, as Christians, be 
resp o nsible 
citizens 
o f 
the 
wo rld as well as citizens o f the 
U.S.,” he said. 
Bo nnike, in o u tlining the ac­ 
co mp lishments o f the feder­ 
atio n, cited the need fo r p riests 
and p riests’ co u ncils to “share 
the ministry with p art and fu ll­ 
time laity .” 
He asked the p riests co u ncils 
to enco u rage fu ll and p arttim e 
ministries fo r resigned p riests, 
fo rmer seminarians and fo rmer 
nu ns to “make their transitio n 
that o f p assing fro m o ne minis­ 
try to ano ther ministry , rather 
than maintaining the all-o r- 
no thing attitu de ... o f p assing 
fro m a ministry to no minis­ 
try .” 
He said the recent inter­ 
natio nal 
Sy no d 
o f 
Bisho p s 
“stu ck its head in the sand o n 
the celibacy issu e.” It didn’t 
co nv ince the “majo rity o f o u r 
p riests and p eo p le that celibacy 
sho u ld be mandato ry thro u gh­ 
o u t the life o f a p riest,” he 
said. 
The majo rity , he added, “see 
o p tio nal celibacy as the o nly 
way to p reserv e celibacy .” 


Bu t Reagan, who made mo re 
than 50 films du ring his mo v ie- 
telev isio n career, said the ham 
in him made him wish he co u ld 
hav e do ne the title ro le o f “P at­ 
to n,” which wo n the Academy 
Award as the best p ictu re o f 
197 0 
Then he mu sed, “There is an­ 
o ther o ne. When I think o f the 
sto ry that co u ld be do ne o n the 
sam e basis o f MacArthu r, co m­ 
ing 
to 
a 
clo se 
with 
that 
sp eech.” 
Reagan referred to the “o ld 
so ldiers nev er die” address 
MacArthu r made befo re Co n­ 
gress after being reliev ed by 
President Harry S. Tru m an as 
co mmander o f U.S. fo rces in 
the Ko rean War. 
“ Yo u can’t hav e been an ac­ 
to r v ery lo ng witho u t say ing 
that wo u ld be a wo nderfu l thing 
to do ,” said Reagan, still d ark­ 
haired and handso me after fiv e 
y ears as Califo rnia’s chief ex ­ 
ecu tiv e. 
Reagan said he was “p art o f 
the who le p lanning o f Patto n” 
and “I wo u ld hav e do ne any ­ 
thing in the wo rld” to hav e 
p lay ed the title ro le. 
One day , he related, he to ld 
his 
friend, 
p ro du cer 
Frank 
McArthy , “Who ev er p lay s this 
p art bu t me, I will hate him fo r 
the rest o f my life.” 
“And I wro te to Sco tt after­ 
w ard and to ld him that I hate 
him no w—fo r p ro v ing no o ne 
else bu t him sho u ld hav e do ne 


the p art,” Reagan said with a 
smile. 
Geo rge C. Sco tt was v o ted an 
Academy Award as best acto r 
o f the y ear fo r the ro le, bu t de­ 
clined to accep t the Oscar. 
Reagan has v o wed to serv e 
ju st two fo u r-y ear term s as 
go v erno r. 
After 
that, 
he’s 
“keep ing my o p tio ns o p en” in­ 
clu ding a p o ssible try fo r the 
U.S. Senate in 197 4 . 
“I’m no t go ing to sp ecu late,” 
Reagan said. “ I’m go ing to see 
ho w I feel as I co me clo ser to 
the day . I can’t really believ e 
that I will want to p u t do wn to ­ 
tally my interest in p u blic life.”

This being the week of St. 
Pa trick ’s Day. some Irish 
recipes are timely. Were one in 
the old country- a typical menu 
for this evening would start 
with clear soup, a light amber 
consomme fortified in the pot 
with a jigger of Irish whisky. 


Then would follow roast 
chicken and Limerick ham, a 
vegetable course of cauliflower 
and cheese sauce, riced pota­ 
toes. salad, and for dessert 
Irish coffee pudding. 
What always intrigues me 
with meals in Ireland was the 
ever-present varieties of tasty 
and different breads, always on 
the table for luncheon, tea, and 
dinner. 


One of these is a sweetened 
brown bread that is especially 
good. Mix 4 cups whole wheat 
flour (stone ground, if you can 
find it) with 2 cups white flour 
and cut in 
lVfe tablespoons 
softened butter. 
Mix in 
tablespoon sugar, 
l 1^ 
teaspoons 
salt, 
and 
\ Vt teaspoons 
baking 
soda. 
Make a well in the center of the 
dry ingredients and add slowly 


2 cups of buttermilk. You may 
need that amount, a little less 
or a little more, depending upon 
absorbency of the flour. What 
you want is a soft but manage­ 
able dough. 


Flour the hands and knead 
the dough into a ball. Place on a 
lightly floured baking sheet and 
with the palm of your hands 
work 
into a 
circle about 
l 1* inches thick. With a floured 
knife make a cross through the 
center so that when baked the 
brown bread will easily break 
into quarters. 
Bake at 425 degrees for 25 
minutes then reduce to 350 for 
another 15 minutes. Wrap in a 
slightly dampened cloth and let 
stand for 6 hours until bread 
has set and cuts easily. 


Treacle bread is so named 
because its principal taste 
ingredient, molasses, is called 
treacle in Ireland. Heat 2 table­ 
spoons 
molasses 
until 
it 
liquefies, then add Vfe cup milk 
and 2 well beaten eggs. Sift to­ 
gether 1 teaspoon cinnamon, 1 
teaspoon mixed ground spice, 
•>2 teaspoon baking soda, 2 Ms 
cups flour, 4 teaspoon baking 
powder. 


Cut in 2 ounces butter or 
margarine. Add to molasses 
mixture and mix to a soft 
consistency. As an option you 
can add 
2 ounces each of 
currants and dark raisins. 
Turn into a well-greased loaf 
tin and bake in a pre heated 350- 
degree oven for 1-1V4 hours. 
Turn out onto a wire tray. May 
be served hot or cold.

To hav e sto o d triu mp han tly o n a little 
mo u n d o f hard sn o w an d p u sh away two o r 
three p lay mates, mu mmy -wrap p ed in mu f­ 
flers, sho d in galo shes, an d to b e fo r a mo ­ 
men t Kin g o f the Hill! 
Flo y d Patterso n has b een makin g a co me­ 
b ack, after hav in g b een “retired” fo r two 
y ears. “Tho se two y ears,” he say s, “were the 
mo st b o rin g two y ears o f my life. ’ ’

fight? 
“Yo u ’v e go t to b e ab le to feel what it 
mean s to b e so meb o dy — to b elo n g— an d then 
su dden ly y o u do n ’t b elo n g . . .’’he say s.

Hannibal taking advantage o f tourist boom

HANNIBAL, Mo 
(AP) 
- 
Sam Clemens m ade Hannibal 
the world’s best-known small 
town. And now. not quite 100 
years after “ The Adventures of 
Tom Saw yer,” tourists by the 
thousands pause each year, 
perhaps to recapture the flavor 
of 19th century America. 
Hannibalians have been busy 
in recent years enhancing that 
flavor, recreating the places 
where Tom and Huck frolicked 
and restoring both lumber bar­ 
ons' palatial homes and the 
“ Unsinkable” Molly Brown’s 
childhood shantv. 


Perched 
precariously 
on 
steep hills cut by the Mis­ 
sissippi, Hannibal is located on 
U.S. 61 and U.S. 36. about two 
hours north of St. Louis. 
Its popularity a s a stop for 
cross-country travelers is evi­ 
denced by tourist registrations 
from New York and California. 
Hannibal, of course, owes its 
tourist boom to M ark Twain 
who drew on his childhood and 
teen-age years here in almost 
all his writings. 
So that visitors m ay know a 
little of where Twain got his in­ 
spiration, 
Hannibal 
has 
re­ 
stored the Mark Twain histori­ 
cal area, a sloping half-block 
on Hill Street, centered by the 
white fram e house where Sam 
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Dixon Evaning Telegra ph 
Ca rrier Boy . . . 
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Clemens lived as a boy. 
The upper rear bedroom is 
where young Clemens slept and 
from which he m anaged to es­ 
cape periodically to join the 
pals whose mishaps provided 
the plots for “ Tom Saw yer.” 
The boyhood home is entered 
through the adjoining native- 
stone Mark Twain museum, 
constructed during the 1930s 
and cram m ed with mementoes 
of Clem ens’ lifetime. They in­ 
clude yellowed Hannibal news­ 
papers containing his first at­ 
tem pts at humor and 15 origi­ 
nal oil paintings by illustrator 
Norman Rockwell from 1936 
editions of “ Tom Saw yer” and 
“ Huckleberry Finn.” 
A cross the street is the gin­ 
gerbread home of Laura Hawk­ 
ins, Clem ens’ early playmate 
who was his inspiration for 
Becky Thatcher. 
The law office of Sam Cle­ 
m ens’ father, John Marshall 
Clemens, also stands on Hill 
Street, 
moved 
there a 
few 
years ago from its original lo­ 
cation. The elder Clemens was 
a sort of frontier justice of the 
peace and as prone to financial 
disaster as Sam Clemens would 
become in later years. 
When John Clemens lost the 
white fram e house, the fam ily 


moved across the street above 
G rant’s Drugstore. The fam i­ 
ly’s quarters and the drug store 
also have been restored. 
All the attractions in the 
Mark Twain historical area are 
free, though dimes are needed 
to play recordings which de­ 
scribe the furnishings and some 
of Clemens’ escapades. One 
tale—that of young Sam ’s horri­ 
fied discovery of a corpse the 
night he slept in his father’s of­ 
fice—was recorded by actor 
Hal 
Holbrook 
impersonating 
Twain. 
Bordering the historical area 
is another block of antique 
shops 
and 
m useums, 
some 
housed in restored 19th century 
storefronts. A film about Han­ 
nibal is shown regularly, spon­ 
sored by the Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
A block north of the historical 
area is a statue of Tom and 
Huck and the first of the steps 
leading up Cardiff Hill where a 
sm all lighthouse is visible miles 
up and down the M ississippi. 
The lighthouse is a tribute to a 
widow who for years kept lights 
shining in her home as a guide 
to steam boat pilots. The hill 
really is Holiday Hill, but Cle­ 
mens called it Cardiff in his 
books and the name stuck. 


There other monuments to 
Clemens 
and 
his 
writings, 
throughout Hannibal, such as 
the giant hilltop statue in Riv- 
erview Park which commands 
a sweeping panorama of the 
Mississippi and its islands. 
Less well known, but hunted 
out by many visitors, are the 
unobtrusive graves of Clemens’ 
parents and his two brothers in 
Mt. Olivet Cemetery. Clemens 
himself is buried in Elmira, 
N.Y., with his wife and chil­ 
dren. 
The liveliest day of the year 
in Hannibal is the Fourth of 
July when the town’s Jaycees 
stage national Tom Sawyer 
Days, highlighted by the nation­ 
al fence painting contest which 
draws boys from the 10 states 
bordering the Mississippi. 
Clad in torn jeans, straw hats 
and speckled with freckles, the 
youngsters dash toward a tem­ 
porary white fence erected in 
front of the boyhood home and 
splatter it with whitewash. The 
winner is the boy who paints 
the swiftest and neatest. 
The city’s official greeters, 
Tom and Becky, are chosen on 
the 
Fourth, 
too. 
Tom 
and 
Becky must be seventh-graders 
well versed in Mark Twain lore 
and familiar with his writings. 
Independence Day also finds 
crowds lining Main Street to 
view the traditional parade and 
flocking to the Riverfront at 
night for a gigantic fireworks 
display launched at the edge of 
the levee. 
The holiday weekend includes 
an annual raft race in which 
teen-agers row or paddle or 
sometimes 
push 
homemade 


rafts two miles down the river. 
And usually there’s a frog 
jumping contest. 
Last 
year 
nearly 200 frogs hopped about a 
riverfront park under the urg- 
ings of their owners of all ages. 
Another lively day in Hannib­ 
al is the arrival of the Delta 
Queen, the nation’s last over­ 
night passenger steamboat. The
